CIA has been duplicating 
existing faciiities throughout the 
world with largely untrained per- 
sonnel,

Brown ‘k 
of Ohio, chairman of a House 
expenditures subcommittee. Adm 
Hillenkoetter, CIA chief, placeu 
the blame on the AMerican am- 
bassador at Bogota and State de 
Partment officials, holding they 
har withheld information supplied 
ay C1A, 

The investigation was dropped 
before the State department could 
answer, although it was widely 
known that Btate department of. 
fictals were Prepared to -prove 
that CIA reports gave no hint of 


ithe impending revolt.
